Right-of-way for the 21-mile 
water line from Stamford to Ham­ 
lin is being secured this week b\ 
a representative of the City of 
Hamlin along the route between 
the two cities, declared B. M. 

The 
forms for securing the easements 
from mproperty owners were pre­ 
pared last week.

boding 
We must still steel ourselves for a 


long war in Korea and a longer entrenchment 


against barbarism. 


But ot least, we ore not still deluded os to 


the saintliness of communism or by the gran­ 


diose idea which followed our disillusionment 


that we olone con shepherd the world. While 


this promises no end to 
dangers 
It 
does 


promise that we will no longer walk unowares. 


The State of the Union is that it is nowise as 


peaceful, as strong or as prosperous os it 


might hove been had we not for so many years 


blundered ond thereby abused it. 
But to see 


only this is to see too little. 


This country has been strong enough to 


withstand the abuse. 
We believe its greater 


strength is that it will now have the wisdom 


ond courage to end the abuse.— Listening Post 


in Petersburg Journal.

America must return to basic 
spiritual values if we make the 
most of the immediate future, 
agrees Congressman Omar Burle­ 
son of Anson, in his weekly letter 
to the Herald entitled, 
As It 
Looks from Here.” 
The release 
from Washington follows: 
In a number of letters during 
my service in thp Congress, people 
have quoted the fourteenth verse 
of the seventh chapter of II Chron­ 
icles. 
A few day s ago I had a letter 
from a friend in Cross Plains, who 
is devoted to her church and to 
all good 
causes, who sent me the 
admonition contained in this scrip­ 
ture. Her letter was written with 
deep insights as to the direst need 
of this anx ious day in the life of 
America. 
She likely senses that 
the problems which cry to heaven 
for solution are so central and 
crucial that they must be resolved 
or catastrophe awaits. 
In these desperate day s, from 
newspaper, magazine, radio and 
pulpit we are being admonished 
that the fundamental questions 
are what might he called moral, 
spiritual, 
religious. 
We 
have 
come to such a plight that the 
choice which must he made in­ 
volves the blessing or the curse, 
life or death, for our nation and 
our boasted way of life. 
In this letter referred to was 
quoted this most monumental sen­ 
tence. 
It was quoted in a pray er 
during the last Congress and is 
as overarching in hope as a glori­ 
ous rainbow'. 
But sounding in it 
is also a doleful solemnity sug­ 
gesting those for whom the bells 
toll. 
“If my people, which are 
called by my name, shall humble 
themselves, and pray , and seek 
my face, and turn from their 
wicked way 's; then I will hear from 
heaven, and will forgive their sins 
and will heal their land.” 


In this awe-inspiring covenant, 
he two mighty monosy llables to 
write in letters of fire across the 
sky are “if” and “when” for they 
are rooted in the inex orable law 
of cause and effect. 
“If” is one of the shortest and 
biggest words in the Bible. 
It is 
written across every promise of 
spiritual 
guidance 
and 
enrich­ 
ment. 
From Genesis to Revelation we 
are constantly assured that cer­ 
tain things will happen sure as 
the rising sun if—if—the condi­ 
tions are fulfilled. 
“If with all 
y our hearts y e truly seek Me. 
then y e shall surely find Me.” 
That is not just a nice motto. It 
is a law of the unseen. 


President Eisenhower in his 
recent address to the Congress 
said that we must be strong in 
arms and strong in productivity 
but above all, strong in our spirit­ 
ual resources. These are the needs 
of this nation, and of us, The peo­ 
ple who inhabit it. I am glad that 
President Eisenhow'er is opening 
his cabinet meetings with pray er. 
In the cabinet room where these 
meetings are held, the likenesses 
of George Washington, Thomas 
Jefferson, James 
Madison, An­ 
drew Jackson and Woodrow Wil­ 
son look down upon the group. 
The first three did much to give 
us a republic; the later tw^ did 
much to preserve it. 
The prob­ 
lems facing President Eisenhower 
today are no less grave. 


It would be encouraging to peo­ 
ple all over these United States 
to know that on each Thursday 
morning at 8:00 o’clock, a group 
of members of Congress come to­ 
gether in a devotional to admit 
that the wisdom of man alone is 


wholly inadequate to meet the re­ 
sponsibilities of running this gov­ 
ernment and pray for divine guid­ 
ance. 
Christ * rule was that “if 
von do His will, y ou shall know-." 
Long before Elsenhower was 
president he said to a great com­ 
pany of religious leaders 
that 
"without a spiritual renaissance, 
America is doomed.” 
The sharp­ 
est sword America has is the 
sword of the spirit. 
That is the 
implement w'hich totalitarianism 
has thrown away and the weapon 
it fears most. It seems necessary 
that we he militarily strong hut 
the final hope of America and all 
the world is not alone In the Pen­ 
tagon but in Pentecost. 


We call ourselves a Christian 
nation. 
Are we really ? 
“If my people, which are called 
by my name, shall humble them­ 
selves, and pray , and seek my 
face, and turn from their wicked 
way s; then will I hear from heav­ 
en, and will forgive their sins 
and will heal their land.”

“A lot of people talk about the 
high cost of education,” Tennyson 
said. “Actually, during the 1951-52 
school year, the actual cost per 
classroom hour for each child was 
only 21 cents.” 
Figures for the 1951-52 school 
year are the latest available. 
To­ 
tal public school costs for that 
year were $31,963,078, according 
to figures compiled by the Texas 
Education Agency. Average daily 
attendance was 1,213,000. 
Divid­ 
ing that figure into the total cost 
shows that $262 was spent that 
year for each child. 


Dividing $262 by 180, the num­ 
ber of school days, gives a cost per 
day of $1.45. 
Dividing $1.45 by 
seven, the hours in a school day, 
gives an individual per hour cost 
of 21 cents.
